were refolv'’d to change it into a Blockade, that the 

Army might not be longer employ’d on that fide. 

Accordingly the 22d Inftant part of the Cannon that 

was in the Attacks was drawn off, in order for thofe 
that were brought from Cadix to be fent chither.

Vienna. May 6. Yefterday, about 4 a Clock in 
the Afternoon, it was perceiv’d the Emperor drew 
near his End; the Emprefs was then in his Chamber, 
together with the King and Queen of she Remans, 
the Arch-Dutcheffes, Prince of Louraine, the 
the Princefs Sobieski, Cardinal Cotoniiz, the Con- 
feffor of his Imperial Mzj fty, and many other Per- 
fons of Quality; his Imperial Majefty expir'd in 
their Prefence, with appacensly intire Refignation to 
the Divine Will: Affloon as he was deaa, the King 
of the Romans led the Emprefs to her Ayartment, 
and then fhur bimfelf up in his own, fuffering no 
Body to fee bim till 7 a Clock, when the principal 
Minifters and Noblemen ot the Court were admit- 
ted to pay him their (compliments of Condolance on 
his Fatner’s Death a:-i of Congratulation upon his 
own Acceflion to the Imperial Digi-izy. The Em- 
peror hac his Senfes and S.«ech to the laft Moment, 
he gave his Bleding to his Wife and Children, and 
in particular charg’d the King of rhe Romans to car- 
ry himtzif towards the Emprefs with all Tendernefs 
and dutitul Refpect, to ftand by the King of Spain 
his Brothee and endeavour to the utmoft of his 
Power 19 put him into Poffeffion of that Monarchy ; 
and te take becoming Care of the 3 Arch-Dutchef- 
fes his Sitters. Betides his Will, he has left a Codi- 
cul, wh:ch he dictated co the Baron of Seiler, and to 
which 7 Minifters befidcs the Chancellor buccellini 
weie Witneffes. His Body will be embalm’d to day, 
and to Morrow will be laid upon a Bed of State in 
a Hall of the Palace, to be feen for 3 Days by the 
Peopie. He died in the 65th Year of his Age, ha- 
viny been 47 Years Emperor, 49 King of Hungary, 
and 50 of Bohemia.

Mantua, May 3. The Duke of Vendome arriv'd 
bere the 21ft of this Mon:h, and will without delay 
take a View of and reguiate the neceffary Pofts for 
oproting the Enemy. We have Intelligence that 
Prince Eugene arriv’d the 24th of laft Month at Ro- 
vercdo in the Trentin, where he has been join’d by 
part of the Troops which the Elector of Branden- 


bourg has fent to ferve in Italy. A Bridge is laid by ° 


his Order over the Adige, 2 Miles below Verona ; 
and he has caus’d 4000 Horfe to pafs over, and 
fome Foot to cover the Head of it, and order’d 
Works ro be made ro fecure it. Notwithftanding 
which, “tis ner believ’d that Body of Horfe will ven- 


ture to advance towards the Mincio, becaufe the 
other Imperial Troops are too far off to be able to 
fuftain them. We learn indeed, that they are {epa- 
rated into divers Places, along the Lower Po, in the 
Polefines, in the Vicentin, and above and below 
Verona, on the other fide of the Adige; to guard 
the Magazines of Provifions and Forrage, which 
they have provided for the Troops they expect from 
Germany, and who cannot all arrrive till the end of 
the Month at foonett. The Duke of Vendome, in 
his Way hither, gave Orders for forcifying and 
guarding the Fords of the Oglio, thar the Milaneze 
may be fecur'd; and he has form'd a like Project 
for guardisig the Mincio from Goito to the Lake of 
Garda ; thar he may not be oblig’d to difpute the 
Enemy’s Paffage over the Adige. We are affur'd, 
that when all the Exemy’s Troops are come together, 
they will have an A:my of between 25 and 30000 
Men: But the Duk. of Vendome expects alfo on 
his fide a conG erable Body of Horfe and Foor, 
which he caus’d to begin their March before he left 
Piemont, the !aft Troups of which will arrive in 
thefe Parts by the 13:h ct this Month. The Advi- 
ces from the Camp before Mirandola, tells us that 
Siege has been retarded by the Rains that have fal- 
len continually from the 23d to the 29th of laft 
Month; notwithftanding which there were that day 
7 Mortars and 19 Pieces of Cannon on the Batte- 
ries. The Sieur de Lapara, who commands at that 
Siege, is Matter of the Covert-Way. The Aztille- 
ry fires continually to ruin the Enemy’s Defences, 
and make a Breach in the Body of the Place; 
and they were going to fill wi the Ditch, without 
attempting to drain it, though there is 13 or 14 
Foot Water in it. Notwithitanding the grear Fire 
of the Enemy. there were but to or i2 of the Be- 
fiegers kill’d and 20 wounded. The Bank of the Pa 
is fo well guarded from the Mouth of that River to 
Oftiglia, that we are in no Apprchenfion Mirandola 
can be reliev’d.

2 Bridges of Boats over the Adige, defigning to pafs 
that River with a Body of 15000 Men, to attack 
the Enemy before Mirandola: And that the Counr 
of Leiningen isto continue fome time ftill in the Bref- 
fan, to hinder the Enemy’s fending any more Troops 
to Monfieur de Lapara’s Camp. 

Letters of the 5th of this Month from Warflaw, 
fay the King of Sweden and the new King Strani- 
flaus, have agen fent to the Cardinal! Primare, for 
his pofitive Refolution whether he will be of their 
Party or againft them, and affift ar the Coronation 
or not: And that in Cafe he do not returna fatis- 
factory Anfwer, they are refoiv’d to treat him as an 
Enemy. 

Landau, May 12, The Imperial Army ar Lautrer- 
bourg is reinfore’d by Regiments thar arri e¢ there 
daily ; General Thungen rerurn’d thither Y+fterday 
from Weiffenbourg. ‘Tis beliew’d that 2fuon as the 
Army have pafs’d in Review, they will march to- 
wards Haguenau. ’Tis faid, the Marthal de Marfin 
is arriv’d ac Strasbourg, and that he has caus’d the 
Troops that guard the Lines to be reinfore’d. Some 
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Works are begin to be made at Laurerbourg and 
Weiffenbourg. 8 or 10 French Deferters of a Day 
come hither. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dared May 19. 

They write from the Danube, that the Danes 
which were quarter’d in the Upper Palatinate, have 
receiy’'d Orders to march towards the Rhine and the 
Mofelle. 

Prince Lewis of Baden has caus'd 6000 Men, part 
regular Troops and part Militia, to take Poft at 
Beinbeim near Fort Louis ; where tis faid he will 
order a Bridge to be Jaid over the Rhine. The 
French defert in great’ Numbers from their Lines neat 
Haguenau.

Paris, May 11. They write from Normandy, that 
the Militia of rhat Province, in Number 9000 Men, 
well arm’d and commanded by good Officers, are 
by Order from the King march’d to the Coatt. 
They will be pofted from Abbeville to Cape la 
Hogue; but will remain on the Coaft no longer 
than till ic be known whither the Enemy’s Fleet goes. 
Several more of the chief of the Camifars have 
been executed at Nimes, and fome of their Accom- 
plices have been hang’d ; the Duke of Berwick ha* 
ving vifited all the Coaft from the Rhone to Mont- 
pellier, and having been inform’d that fome Camifars 
were come into the Country and had difpers’d Bills 
exciting to Sedition, has fent our feverai Detacli- 
ments to endeavour to apprehend them, 


Maeftricht, May 13. The tith the Dutch Troops 
which compofe the Army of the Maefe inarch’d to 
their Camp at Harcourt, where they were review'd 
Yeiterday by the Duke of Marlborough and Mon- 
fieur d’ Auverquerque. The Englith Troops are ail 
come into the Neighbourhood of this Place and en- 
camp near Vifer, except the new Horfes come over 
this Year from England ; which will be kepr from 
the others as long as may be, for the Kafe of the 
Country and Convenniency of Forrage on the 
March ; his Grace will review thele Troops to mor- 
row in the Afternoon, and the next Day they are to 
pafs the Maefe, and continue their March cowards 
the Mofelle under the Command of General Chur- 
chil, his Grace will leave this Place at the fame 
time and proceed directly to Coblentz to give the 
neceflary Orders for the March of the Artillery to 
Treves. Brigadier Cadogan whom his Grace fent 
from the Hague to conferr with Prince Lewis of Ba- 
den about the Operations of the Campaign, return’d 
hither laft Night having concerted an Interview 
between his Grace and the Prince at Creurznach the 
zoth Inftanr. After which his Grace will haften to 
Treeves where he hopes to arrive by the 22d or

Hague, May 17. The r5th at Night an Exprefs 
from Vienna brought Advice to Count Goes of the 
Death of the Emperor. This Exprefs is to go over 
to England, and thence to Portugal, with Letters 
from the new Emperor to the Qucen of Englan4, the 
King of Spain, and the King of Portugal, notifying 
to them the Death of his Father and his Acceffion to 
the Throne. This Courier brought a Letter of like 
Import to the States General, which has been de- 
liver’d to the Prefident of their Affembly by Count 
Goes himfelf. Another Exprefs is arriv’d from Tu- 
rin, and has brought Advice that the French intend 
to raife the Siege of Miramdola, in order to draw 
together all their Forces to oppofe Prince Eugene of 
Savoy. General Slangenberg, having taken his 
Leave of their High Mightineffes and of the Coun- 
cil of Strate, is gone to the Army on the Maeze. 
Admiral Allemonde lies off Helvoet Siuys with the 
Fleet under his Command.
